The A m e r­

in E urope was Issued tonight 
by 
Secretary Baker inaugurating a se ­ 
ries w hich in time will be devoted 
largely to activities of the United 
States expeditionary forces. 
It says 
that w hile ascendency on the w estern 
front has passed definitely to th e a l ­ 
lies they a re content merely to wear 
down th e enemy until the force of 
the Am erican army makes itself felt 
in the field. 
O perations for the week ending 
Sept. 2 2 are reviewed by Mr. B a k e r 
w ithout reference to the American 
force now in France. The sta te m e n t

"The secretary of war authorizes 
the followJnf statement dealing with 
military activities in Europe for the 
week en d in g September 22. 
"As th e time draws near when 
m ilitary operations on a large scale 
on the western front must come to 
a standstill, owing to the approach 
of w inter, it becomes evident th a t 
the en em y does not feel himself in 
a position to undertake the much a d ­ 
vertised 
offensive action so often I 
boasted of a t home during the past 
sum m er, in order to end the w a r 
victoriously by Christmas.

Washington, Sept. 
2 6.— There is 
little doubt now* t h a t a large defi­ 
ciency of men will be shown when 
the ftyst increment of the national 
army 687,000 men has been mobil­ 
ized. 
Seventeen national g u a rd divisions 
must be brought up to war strength 
and several special aet vices forces 
organized out of this reservoir, so 
the number of drafted men remain­ 
ing at the cantonments hardly will 
be sufficient to organize the sixteen 
national army contingents at a full 
strength basis. 
W h e th e r incomplete 
divisions will he formed or a call for 
more men issued has not been indi­ 
cated. 
Secretary B a k e r said today 
that definite figures as to the number 
of National Army men It would be 
necessary to transfer to the Nation­ 
al Guard were not available. 
A dual 
process of organization a t the guard 
encampments serves to delay com­ 
plete reports. 
Not only are these 
divisions being mobilized for the 
first time, but in the m idst of that 
mobilization the whole fabric of the 
infantry army is being re-organized 
on the new trench w a r f a r e plan. 
The fighting strength of the new 
division is now fixed a t 27,500 men. 
The 17 guard divisions on that basis 
will have a total s tr e n g th of 437,- 
500 men. 
The guard probably brought into 
the federal service a total of not 
more than 300,000 
men, 
possibly 
less. 
It will take, th e re fo re at least 
137.000 National Arm y men to fill 
up the guard 
divisions. 
Another 
100.000 of the national a r m y will go 
to the air service and certainly as 
many more to other special services. 
That 
would leave woe m ore than 
250.000 men to form th e sixteen na­ 
tional army divisions w h i c h should 
h a v e a total war strong Ii of 433,000.

as citizens and more inclined to em­ 
b a rs* and defeat the successful pro­ 
secution of the war. 
"Therefore Hill 
assemblage of 
loyal citizens of the United States 
representing every element in the 
great melting pot of American citi­ 
zenship and patriotism condemn Sen­ 
ator LaFolIette for his public utter­ 
ances against the government and 
the vigorous prosecution of tIii* war 
and as an unfaithful and disloyal of­ 
ficial unworthy longer to represent 
the loyal 
and devoted 
citizens of 
America." 
Rain failed to dampen the enthus­ 
iasm or lessen the crowd that throng­ 
ed the Dexter Pavilion at the Sto. k 
Yards and when

"We are to stand against men of the 
stamp of Senator LaFolIette who. in 
a recent speech at Minneapolis, act­ 
ually by implication condoned the 
brutal German m u rd e rs of our men 
and women on the nigh seas and 
tries to distract attention from the 
wrongs inflicted upon us by creating 
dissension at home. 
"We had his type In the Civil War. 
Then they called them copperheads. 
These men used al! the fine words, 
and the same arg u m e n ts as LaFol- 
lette, certain congressmen and edit­ 
ors and sham philanthropists make 
now.” 
The colonel brought this phase of 
his address which was comparatively 
short to a conclusion by expresdng 
regret that it was impossible to send 
the object of Iii.! criticism lo tne 
German lines. 
"I wish we could make him a gift 
to the kaiser for use in his ’•etch- 
stag. 
In the senate lie is a cause 
for shame and humiliation to every 
worthy American." 
In urging thai 
Americana bend 
every energy to prosecuting the war 
to a successful conclusion he said 
that it should not be a "dollar war” 
ol* a "potato war," but one of fight­ 
ing men and it was only thru them 
that tho nation could hope to win.

SAN FRANCISCO IRON 
WORKERS’ STRIKE SETTLED 


Has Tied Up Government Ship­ 
building Contract IO Days 


Twenty Five Thousand Men Will Re­ 
turn to Their Work Today or To­ 
morrow— ('ompromi.se Agreement 
is Affected. 


BULLETIN 
NORFOLK. Va., Sept. 26.— After 
condemning t h e <an early morning conference, union 
for his address IIeaders announced that 
the 3,700 
men of the Norfolk navy yard, now 
on a strike, would return to work to­ 
day. 
They declared the decision had 
been reached from a long distance 
telephone agreement with navy de­ 
p artm ent officials to submit their 
grievances to arbitration. 
San 
Francisco, 
Sept. 
26.— The 
strike of 25.000 iron workers and 
other mechanics in the San Francis­ 
co Bay Region was settled at a meet­ 
ing of the iron trades council here 
today. 
The strike has tied up work 
for ten days on one eighth of the 
g overnm ent’s shipbuilding contracts. 
Seventeen trades were represented 
at tho meeting. 
Thirteen of these 
trades voted to return to work and 
four opposd such a move. 
Later it 
was said the vote to resume work 
was made unanimous. 
The council 
is made up of delegates from twenty 
five unions. 
The men walked out 
Sept. 17, after the 
United 
States 
shipping board had been appealed to 
by the employers to 
prevent 
the 
strike 
The demands of the men 
were for a wage increase approxi­ 
mately fifty per cent. 
The men are 
expected to go back to their work to­ 
morrow or Friday. 
The text of the agreement entered 
Into by representatives of the unions 
aud the employers 
provides 
that 
wages up to and including $4.25 a 
day shall be increased 20 per cent, 
wages from $4.26 up to and includ­ 
ing $5 shall be increased 12 Ms per 
cent and wages from $5.01 up shall 
not be increased in excess of $6. 
It 
says th at the object In agreeing to 
this advance in wages at this time 
is purely patriotic on both sides. 
W ill Re-Employ Strikers 
Portland, Ore., Sept. 26.— Pend 
ing a settlement in the strike in the 
steel and wooden shipbuilding plant 
in the districts, representatives 
of 
the plants affected announced today 
that they would open their shops to 
any men who wished to return to 
work. 
Precautions to 
prevent 
interfer 
enee with workmen have been taken 
by state and city authorities. 
Hope 
of early action to end the strike was 
given in a telegram received here by 
Senator Chamberlain, 
who 
stated 
that the shipping board had the Jort- 
land situation under consideration. 
Two of the plants now are w ork­ 
ing full crews and some of the oth­ 
ers are operating with partial force. 
Will W ork 
Pending 
Negotiations 
Washington, Sept. 26.— Interna 
tional officers of the labor unions 
involved in the strike of more than 
3,000 mechanics at. the Norfolk Navy 
Yard have advised the heads of the 
local unions there to return the men 
to work pending negotiations to a d ­ 
just the differences.

This sum is sufficient to 
rover the salary of an advisor, pay 
for the maintenance of an office, in­ 
cluding the services of a clerk, and 
the traveling expenses if tho advisor 
The services of such a advisor would 
be available for every farmer in the

f the cr op Improve mr i i as­ 
si da" *oi 
About the onty requirement that 
the government makes in promising 
this financial assistance is that at 
least 300 farmers 
must 
manifest 
their interest by becoming members 
of the crop improvement association. 
Membership in such an association 
involves no responsibility except for 
the payment of whatever fee may be 
agreed upon. 
The farmer has full 
right to seek the advice of the ad­ 
v i s o r in his office or to arrange for 
the advisor to visit his farm. 
The 
advice which is given can be follow 
ed by the farmer just to the extent 
that he considers it worth while. 


Work Outlined. 


If an advisor wen* secured for this 
county doubtless analyses of soil in 
various localities would be made and 
the advisor would recommend the 
crop system or the soil treatment 
likely to obtain the best results. Co­ 
operative action with reference to 
the purchase of seed and the market­ 
ing of some crops would likely fol­ 
low, and all ouestions of antmal hus­ 
bandry would receive equal consid­ 
eration with those questions pertain­ 
ing particularly to the raising of 
crops and soil fertility. 
As every 
one well 
knows, 
agriculture and 
animal husbandry today make up a 
business complex in detail. The same 
methods, of farming that obtained 
years ago will not succeed now. Land 
values have increased, as have the 
prices of all farm products. 
While it is possible for a farmer 
to “ get by’* nowadays, use wasteful 
methods and still show a profit be­ 
cause prices are on such levels, therj 
is nevertheless 
a great 
need for 
economy in operation. 
It is for the 
purpose of correcting extravagances, 
for conserving soil fertility, increas­ 
ing the crop and flock returns that 
the farm advisor movement is now 
receiving the 
government's 
hearty 
co-operation and support. 
It is very 
probable that at some early date a 
meeting of farmers will be called to 
take action upon this question and 
Mr. Smith will likely return for that 
meeting In order to make any ex­ 
planation which may be desired as to 
tho government’s intention and meth­ 
ods of work. 


Early Action Needed. 


In order to have the services of 
an advisor give the best results for 
the crop year of I ii 18 it w ould be 
advisable to launch this movement 
speedily, in order to secure the ser­ 
vices of an advisor by a date not 
later than January I. 
A great deal 
of preliminary work eau be done this 
winter aud if the movement is held 
up until spring the farmers will be 
too busy to take an active interest 
and it will he too late to secure the 
benefit which la now possible from 
an early organization and a c011- 
sideiation during the winter months 
of various problems related to agri­ 
culture and animal husbandry. 


FIRST UNION MEETING 
HELD WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


Stirring Addresses Made 
at 
Grace 
Church—Choir Secretaries Named 
Announcements Made. 


Tho first union meeting prepara­ 
tory for the Hanley-Fisher Evangel­ 
istic Compaign was held in Grace 
church last night. 
Rev. Mr. Emmett 
was in charge and all the preachers 
of the co-operating churches were 
on the platform. 
Rev. W. E. Spoonts gave a stirring restoring 


The Reformation was that reli­ 
gious movement 
of the Sixteenth 
Century out of which evolved the 
Protestant church. 
It was not a re­ 
volution, seeking to overthrow the 
existing order of things, but a con­ 
servative movement endeavoring to 
cleanse, purify 
and 
develop 
th# 
Church. 
It was not simply the statement of 
a doctrine nor the assertion of a ne­ 
gative principle. 
It was a fresh re­ 
velation thru the Bible that God is 
love and has loved the world with an 
infinite love. 
It was a rediscovery 
of the Gospel teaching that the just 
shall live by faith. 
From a moral 
point of view it was inward freedom. 
It libeiated* the consciences cf men 
from the bondage of ecclesiastical 
tyranny. 
Intellectually it was the 
right of private judgment The prin­ 
ciple was laid down that every en­ 
lightened Christian ha.4 the right 
to read and interpret the Bible for 
himself. 
The doctrine of grace Is the foun­ 
dation stone 
of the Reformation. 
The Reformation was not a mere re­ 
volt against Rome, it was against 
papal corruption, a protest against 
the deplorable state of human so­ 
ciety. 
It was a religious movement, 
not a political or moral one, altho 
It became both political and moral 
Its strength and appeal lay in the 
fact that ft gave once more to man 
the true answer to tho ques*im: 
“ What shall a man give in evchange 
for his soul?" Luther with ins mas­ 
sage of salvation by belief in T il 
merits of Christ kindled the same 
religious life among the masses that 
the Apostles did. 
It is this message 
which runs thru all 
his sermons, 
books and letters. 
Upon the Bible 
with its message of God's love Luth­ 
er based all the arguments and dis­ 
putations of which his life was so 
full. 
On the basis of the word he 
attacked the vicious outgrowths of 
the papacy. 
On the basis of God’s 
infallible word he disputed the auth­ 
ority of the popes and councils at 
Worms. 
It is noteworthy that Luth­ 
er never went to the length of the 
rabid fanatic who in his zeal con­ 
demns the good with the bad. 
What 
was good and 
scriptural 
in the 
church should be kept; 
what was 
bad and unscriptural had to be cut 
off. 
He felt that he was not estab­ 
lishing anything new, but 
simply 


re-establishment of the church, a 
ridding of deformities, a return to 
the Bible as the ground of faith and 
the only guiding light to heaven. 
It was on the solid ground of 
Scripture that Luther and his co­ 
laborers based their confession of 
faith at Angsburg and raised the 
standard to which 
the Lutheran 
church has adhered to the present 
day. 
Justification by faith without 
the deeds of the law, is the cardinal 
principle of this church today. 
It 
has not faltered in its firm adher­ 
ence to the Bible as of the only in­ 
fallible rule of faith and conduct. 
The Bible as the verbally inspired 
message from heaven, is its only 
authority, and it makes no effort to 
bring its statements in accord with 
human reason. When it is estaolisu 
ed: “Thus saith the Lord,” “There 
it is written,” the issue is settled 
beyond dispute. 
What Were the N’Inety-Five Theses? 
These were 
ninety-five proposi­ 
tions written and arranged by Luth­ 
er intended for discussion between 
the doctors of the university Luther 
never intended that they should be a 
public document.

The chief uTnught 
in the theses is expressed in the 
first one: “When our Lord and Mas­ 
ter, Jesus Christ, says, Repent,’ Ile 
means that tho entire life of the be­ 
liever should be a repentance." The 
chief effort in the theses is to dis­ 
tinguish between the idea of “ Pen 
ance” and “ Repentance.”

Many persons may be ignorant of 
how we got our State Institutions, 
and why so many were here. 
Feeble Minded. 
Before referring to those we have, 
one we have not is to be recalled. 
That is the School for the Feeble 
Minded. 
Dr. P 
G. Gillett, of the School 
for th e Deaf, started a School for 
the Feeble Minded here, about 1864. 
It was housed in the Duncan M a n ­ 
sion — Duncan 
Park— with 
som e 
buildings, temporarily 
and cheaply 
built, added as required. 
The first 
Principal was Mrs. L. P. Ross, a fine 
lady. 
She was succeeded by Dr. C. 
I). W ilber, probably from Michigan. 
He left here, taking the institution 
with him, 
and 
went to Lincoln, 
where o u r present school is, a b o u t 
1870. 
As the writer has frequently r e ­ 
m arked, this institution stayed with 
us until it was able to walk, an d 
then walked off. 
It need not be forgotten, however, 
that the State is indebted to J a c k ­ 
sonville for its beginning and cntab- 
li s h m e r \ . 
Judge Win. Thomas 
has already Deen sketched, biograph­ 
ically, in this series. 
He was an early member both of 
the S tate Senate and the House of 
Representatives, and an active, ef­ 
ficient and good man. 
As stated be­ 
fore he came here In 1826, from 
Kentucky, being 
our 
first school 
teacher, and becoming a lawyer, leg­ 
islator and judge. 
He was a large, 
fine looking man, and another of the 
valuable gifts of Kentucky to Illi­ 
nois. 
Politically he was a Whig, a n d 
a fterw ards 
a Republican. 
During 
the W a r he held a fitting position of 
trust in the state. 
In 186 7, Judge Thomas wrote one 
or m ore accounts of how the S t a t e ’s 
charity places 
were located here. 
Like the rest of us, no doubt he 
rem em bered best the things he had 
clone. 
B u t he did many things t h a t 


I he could not have written a tr u th f u l 
I account with no mention of himself. 
It was a fortunate thing for the eom- 
j ing charges of the state, as well as 


J for Jacksonville, that so reliable an d 
able a man was in the places M pour­ 
er. 
W ould that our legislature had 
never had any other members th a n 
such 
Thomas. 
The following re ­ 
sume of his writings will be c o n ­ 
densed and briefer. 
Tile J tea f and Dumb. 
In 
1838-3P tne 
members from 
Morgan county, in the legislature, 
consisted of 
Win. Thomas, 
Win. 
W eatherford and Win. Drear, s e n ­ 
ators, and 
J. J. Hardin, Newton 
Cloud, Jo h n Henry, 
john W yatt, 
VV rn. Giliham and It. Walker, r e p ­ 
resentatives. 
Hon 
O. H Browning, senator of 
Quincy, had prepared a bill for the 
establishm ent of an institution for J 
the Deaf and Dumb, leaving a blank I 
for th e place of location, and pre- ! 
sent cd 
his 
proposition 
to Ju d g e i 
Thomas, who says: “ Approving of j 
the object, as well as the hill, 
i I 
proposed filling the blank with Ja c k - I 
son V i l l e ; assuring Mr. Browning th a t 
all the delegation 
from 
Morgan 
would 
give the measure a hearty 
support; 
relying on members and 
supposed influence, he consented to 
my proposition." 
The bill required, as a condition 
of location ‘ a donation of five acres 
of ground, suitable for the use of 
the 
institution." 
It appropraited 
one per cent annually of the school, 
college and seminary funds (of the 
state j 
amounting to aoout $6,000. 
Brow n ing ’s hill passed, without d e ­ 
bate o r the yeas and nays, in tho 
senate. 
In the house the appropria­ 
tion was reduced to about $l.r»00, 
and a clause inserted that even then 
the legislature might repeal tile a p ­ 
propriation. 
Ten citizens of Morgan, j 
with three from Adams, two from 
Sangamon, one each from Hancock 
and McDonough, two from Schuyler, 
and T h o m a s Worthington of Pike. 
were m a d e directors. 
Citizens of Morgan bought and d o ­ 
nated about six acres of the g ro u n d 
on 
which 
the original 
buildings 
stood, at a cost of about $1100. T h e 
appropriation 
was too 
small for 
building, and was allowed to lie in 
bank, a t interest, until 1843, when a 
contract was made 
for tile south 
wing of the original building, a n d 
it was ready for pupils Jan. I, 1843. 
In December, 1846, there were t h i r ­ 
teen pupils. 
Since then 
im prove­ 
ments and enlargements have been 
made until about 65 0 pupils can be 
accommodated, with the officials anil 
help necessarily 
residing 
on 
tho 
grounds. 
Ju d g e Thomas says: “After Hie 
establishment 
of 
this 
institution, 
Cen 
Hardin and myself, consulting 
about o ur future action in the legis­ 
lature,. agreed that we would next 
endeavor to secure a hospital 
for 
the insane, 
but in March 
I 
w a s 
elected a Circuit Judge, and before 
another session of the legislature the 
State, 
for the time being, became 
bankrupt, so that (leu. Hardin, tho 
remaining in the House, never m ad e 
any move in the matter,” 
The Insane, 
During the winter of 1845-46 se v ­ 
eral public meetings were held here. 
at the instance of Dr. Mead, of Illi­ 
nois College, to secure action by th e 
people for the hospital 
Dr. Mead 
made speeches for it. 
A committee 
was appointed, and had several m e e t ­ 
ings. 
But tile State and its people 
were all very poor. 
In tile Spring of 1 846, at the e a r n ­ 
est request of Mr. J. O. King, Miss 
Dorothea L. Dix changed her plans, 
visited here, and canvassed several 
counties of the state. 
She also w ent 
to o th e r states, landing in Columbus. 
Ohio, in which place site became ill 
and rem ain ed until December. 
O u r 
Legislature met the first Monday in 
December 
and Morgan county h a d 
( apr. J o h n Henry in the senate, an d 
Newton 
Cloud (who 
was elected 


Speaker), Joseph Morton, Win. H. 
Long and 
Judge Thomas 
in the 
house. 
The latter soon introduced 
a bill to establish a hospital, without 
any appropriation. 
This passed the 
house and went to the senate, being 
referred to .a committee. 
Before it 
was reported, Miss Dix, still feeble 
in health, arrived 
in Springfield, 
Judge Thomas 
introduced her to 
members of the house, and to Capt. 
Henry, and he, as senator, Introduc­ 
ed the lady to his fellow members. 
Miss Dix presented a memorial 
for the establishment of a hospital, 
after which the senate reported a 
new bill, prepared and introduced by 
Judge Constable, according to Miss 
Dix’s directions, accompanied by a 
report by Dr. Mead. 
It passed tins 
senate, locating 
the 
hospital 
at 
Peoria. 
When it cams up in the 
house, on motion of Judge Thomas 
"Peoria” was 
stricken 
out 
and 
"Jacksonville" substituted. The rules 
were dispensed with 
ajnd the bill 
passed the house by a very large ma 
jority, and the senate that day con­ 
curred in (he amendments. The trus­ 
tees were Joseph Morton, Jas. Dun­ 
lap, John J. Hardin, John Henry, 
Samuel D. Lockwood, Wm. Thomas, 
Bezaleel Gillett, Nathahial English 
and Owen M. Long. 
About the tim*1 
the bill passed 
Gript. Henry wars 
elected to congress. 
The trustees of the hospital pur 
erased the 
quarter 
section upon 
which the buildings now stand, pay 
ing $21 per acre for it. 
This was 
not so bad an investment, as that 
land is now worth abqut $2,500 per 
acre. 
The plan for the 
original 
building was adopted from that in 
Indiana, said by Miss Dix to be the 
best in the United States. 
Miss Dix was afterwards very ac 
tive in caring 
for the 
sick and 
wounded soldiers during the War. It 
was her brother. Maj. Gen. John A. 
Dix, who said: "If any one attempts 
to haul down the American flag, 
i shoot him on the spot’" 
The hospital 
has been enlarged 
and improved, until now it cares for 
about fifteen hundred patients, and 
there are seven others in the state. 
The Blind. 
Judge Thomas says: "In 1847 a 
! blind man 
named Bacon 
visited 
f Jacksonville, and proposed the open- 
! ing of a school for the blind, with a 
| view' to the location of such a school 
i by the State. 
A number of citizens 
| of Jacksonville agreed that if he 
could secure and teach a small class 
for six months as 
an experiment, 
that they would pay the expenses, to 
which he assented. 
He secured a 
class of six and opened the school, 
during the summer of 1848, which 
was continued at the expense of the 
citizens until relieved by the State. 
The legislature 
met 
in January, 
1849, and early in the session a bill 
which I had prepared was introduced 
in the house bv Mr. 
Yates 
(War 
Governor). 
The six scholars 
were 
taken to Springfield and had an ex­ 
hibition before the legislature to 
satisfy the members th a t the blind 
could, and ought to he, educated. 
The bill was passed, Judge Samuel 
D. Lockwood, Dennis Rockwell, Jas. 
Dunlap, Win. W. Happy and Samuel 
Hunt being appointed trustees. 
Mr. Bacon had Ids school In the 
former house of Judge Wilson, after­ 
wards of David Robb and William 
Brown, 
where “ Kilmarnock" 
was 
built, and where the Norbury San­ 
itarium is now. 
Until 1857 the majority of each 
of the boards 
resided in Morgan 
county, and served without compen­ 
sation. 
In 185 7 an act was passed 
reducing the number of trustees in 
each board except the Blind, no per­ 
son to be a member of more than 
one board, and only one person from 
a county. 
Since then Morgan has 
had but one person in a hoard; of 
which Judge Thomas approved 
was explained thus by Judge Thom­ 
as: “Now the reason for locating all 
of these .institutions at Jacksonville 
may be seen in the foregoing nar­ 
ration— they had their origin here, 
the location is m a r the renter of 
the State, is healthy and desirable 
on account of the character of thfv 
country, and if you please, of the 
people." 
There were probably many others 
than those herein named that were 
active and influential in tile estab­ 
lishment of these original charitable 
institutions bere. 
The writer visited tho various in­ 
stitutions of the state for about four 
years, In succession, anil formed the 
opinion that some places wrere much 
better suited for such 
institutions 
than others. Jacksonville being one 
of the very best. 
Today the State has hospitals or 
homes for the insane at Jacksonville, 
Elgin, Kankakee, Dunning 
(Chica­ 
go), Watertown, Bartonville 
(Peo­ 
ria) and Anna; with an asylum for 
the old soldiers at Quincy. The crim­ 
inal insane are at Chester 
There 
is the school for Feeble Minded at 
Lincoln. 
The Soldiers’ Home is at Quincy, 
tile Soldiers Widows at Wilmington 
and the Soldiers Orphans* at Normal. 
There Is an Industrial Home for the 
Blind in Chicago, and Chicago, and 
perhaps urn 
or two other places, 
provides for the education of the 
Deaf and Dumb In the public schools. 
That is partly good. in preventing 
Institutionalizing the pupils, and in 
keeping them in their normal place 
at home. 
At Geneva is 
a Stale 
School for Girls, and. nearby, at SU 
Charles, Is 
the State 
School for 
Boys. 
It is a great work and costs the 
state 
much 
money. 
.Fortunately, 
without whiskey 
the 
dependents 
and unfortunate clnsses will relative­ 
ly decrease. 
It 
was Jacksonville 
that 
begun 
the humane and intelligent care of 
the wards of the State, a matter of 
high honor to our city and county. 
its well as to the State.
